of millions of acres of land by rich 
landlords u-as detrimental to the ad- 
vancement of the peons.

AT TOMAH HONORED 


BY WAR VETERANS 


Marking of Graves of Robert W. 


Williams and Corporal 


Swanson Impressive 


TOMAH, Wis.—One of the solemn 


duties performed previous to Memor- 
ial Day by the Wisconsin branch of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars was the 
placing of markers on the .graves of 
Robert Wells Williams, son of Col- 
onel and Mrs. Charles R. Williams of 
Camp Douglas, and Corporal Oscar 
Swanson of Leon. Monroe county, the 
first soldier to make the supretrie sac- 
rifice in the Spanish-American war. 
Gardner E. Bacon of Milwaukee per- 
formed this duty in behalf of the 
Swanson-Willlatns Post N'o. 
72fi of 


Milwaukee. 
Veterans 
of 
Foreign 


Wars. 
The Post is named for the 


dead heroes on whose graves markers 
bearing flags were placed. 


Corporal Swanson enlisted with Co. 


1. Third Reg. W. X. G.. on May 15. 
1813. at the age of eighteen years. 
He went to Porto Rico with the Wis- 
consin troops and was killed in ac- 
tion near Coamo. Abonita Pas=, Aue- 


U Ft 12. 1?98. 
He was the first sol- 


dier to fall in this war. The shell 
•which killed Corporal Swanson also 
killed George Bnnce and Fred Volght 
and wounded Fred Jnnke. The latter 
recovered from his wounds and is 
now raiding in Milwaukee. 
All of 


the-se soldiers were from Co. I 
of 


Sparta. 
Corporal Swanson was twen- 


ty-two years of age when he. was 
killed. 
Orderly Robert Wells Williams was 


horn at Camp Douglas in i n o n and 
was the idol of the fntire Wisconsin 
National Guard. When America ent- 
ered the World War. the youth was 
determined to enlist, although but 
sixteen years of age. 
He enlisted on 


August 
IS 
with Division
